This is for the one-time purchase of twenty Rad-57 handheld oximeters and accessories.  This equipment uses a finger 
sensor to non-invasively measure a patient’s carboxyhemoglobin level, an indicator of possible carbon monoxide (CO) 
poisoning.  The detectors will be deployed at structure fires, responses to calls with CO detection, on-scene firefighter 
rehabilitation, and with patients who have symptoms consistent with possible CO poisoning.   
 
Masimo Corporation is the only manufacturer offering a handheld non-invasive CO-oximeter and is the sole 
distributor of the product to public safety markets.
